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THAT ENVELOPE CONTRACT. 


THE PURCELL COMPANY MAY 
NOT GET IT AFTER ALL. 


New Postmaster-General Will Make a 
Further Investigation Before Signing 


the Contract Awarded by His Prede- 


cessor— Much Interest in the Result 


One of the last official acts of Postmas- 
ter-General Gary previous to his retire- 
ment last week was the awarding of the 
Government stamped envelope contract to 
the Purcell Envelope Company, of Hol- 
yoke, as noted in last week’s issue. 

According to advices received from 
Washington since then the contract was 
not signed by Postmaster-General Gary, 
and the whole matter will now have to be 
reopened by Charles Emory Smith, the 
new postmaster-general. The Purcell En- 
velope Company is the one in which Su- 
perintendent of Insurance Louis F. Payn, 
ot.New York, is said to be largely inter- 
ested, and in whose behalf he and Senator 
Thomas C. Platt have been making stren- 
uous efforts to secure the contract. The 
Purcell Cofmpany made a bid of $467,000 
to furnish the annual supply, which is 
based on last year’s demand, being nearly 
600,000,000 envelopes. The contract for 
four years is worth over $2,000,000, The 
Purcell Company’s bid was the lowest on 
the Government sample. It was vigorously 
opposed by the Plimpton Manufacturing 
Company and the Morgan Envelope Com- 
pany, which put in a joint lower~bid on 
new samples of paper. 

Last Thursday Postmaster-General Gary 
mailed the acceptance papers to the Pur- 
cell Envelope Company, inclosing the con- 
tract in quadruple. The contract was re- 
turned to the department on Saturday, 
signed by the contractors, but the depart- 
ment, under orders, did not sign in execu- 
tive. So the matter was held up, and will 
be referred to the postmaster-general. The 
cause assigned for the holding up of the 
contract was charges made by the Massa- 
chusetts and Connecticut delegations in 
Congress. The reasons given are: First, 
that the Purcell plant is not large enough, 
and second, the financial standing of the 
company is not satisfactory. 

Chief Clerk Davis, of the third assistant 
postmaster-general’s office, was sent last 
week to Holyoke to examine the plant, 
and reported that the plant was sufficient 
and the credit good. The opposition de- 
clared, however, that the investigation was 
made only among the friends of the com- 
pany. A desperate fight is being made by 
Mr. Payn’s friends, it being freely admit- 
ted that he is behind the Purcell Company. 
Numerous letters of recommendation are 
on file for Mr. Payn, including letters from 
Chauncey M. Depew, Thomas L. James, 
President McCurdy, of the Mutual Life 
Insurance Company, and John A. McCall, 
of the New York Life Insurance Com- 
pany. Senator Platt has made the matter 
a personal one, and has called at the de- 
partment and stated that he would go on 
Mr. Payn’s bond for any amount. He 
highly indorses and recommends the Pur- 
cell Envelope Company. 

Politics has always entered largely into 
the scramble among paper men for the 
stamped envelope contract, but never more 
so than this year. Every known power- 
ful influence was brought to bear upon the 
postmaster-general. Several men who bid 
for the contract in good faith, but who 
stood no show of getting it because their 
bids were too high were very outspoken 
in their opinions of the methods being 
pursued by the close bidders. It was free- 
ly charged that the postmaster-general 
was not as independent -as he might be, 
and that he was submitting to dictation 
from the politicians. They regard it as a 
specially significant fact that while the 
postmaster-general apparently acceded to 








the demands of the Purcell contingent in 
awarding the contract, he resigned from 
the cabinet before he actually signed it. 
It is further pointed out that the new 
postmaster-general, Charles Emory Smith, 
is not in sympathy with Thomas C. Platt 
or Louis F. Payn, and that there is a pos- 
sibility that the Plimpton and Morgan bid 
will be accepted or that all bids will be 
cancelled and new ones called for.

Litigation Over Stock. 








In the Supreme Court at Bangor, Me., 
April 20, was ended the case of P. H. Gil- 
lin and C. J. Dunn, assignees of the Ban- 
gor Pulp and Paper Company, who sued 
Charles H. Sawyer, a member of that cor- 
poration, to recover $5,000, the par value 
of fifty shares of the corporation's stock, 
which, it was alleged, he had received and 
never paid for. The company failed April 
17, 1896. Since then the assignees, plain- 
tiffs, have been making an account of the 
assets, in which they include claims aggre- 
gating about $60,000 against various mem- 
bers of the corporation. who they allege 
received stock and never paid for it. The 
trial of the case against Sawyer lasted three 
days, and the jury gave a verdict for 
plaintiffs for the full amount. The case will 
be taken to the law-court for a new trial, 
but the plaintiffs, who say they are con- 
fident of winning there, declare their inten- 
tion of bringing suits in the United States 
Circuit Court against all the Massachusetts 
men who received stock, and, like Sawyer, 


are alleged not to have paid for it.

Trouble Over Patent Rights. 





Addison G. Waterhouse, Hartford, 
Conn., has brought suit against A. Wells 
Case and Lawrence Case, Manchester, to 
recover $10,000 damages and for an order 
that the defendants transfer to the plaintiff 
interests they have in certain letters pat- 
ent by an assignment of the plaintiff. Mr. 
Waterhouse claims that on April 3, 1896, 
he assigned to the defendants a one-half in- 
terest in certain inventions, and under the 
terms of the assignment that the defendants 
were to make at their own expense work- 
ing models of sufficient size to demonstrate 
the utility and practicability of the inven- 
tions, and this work was to have been done 
within a reasonable time. He claims that 
the defendants have failed to live up to the 
terms of the agreement which caused him 
to make the assignment of the letters pat- 
ent to them, and demands that the defend- 
ants retransfer their rights in the letters 
patent to him. The suit is returnable in the 
Superior Court on the first Tuesday of May.

THE WAR AND SULPHUR. 


SCARCITY OF SUPPLY CAUSES 
MUCH ANXIETY. 





Another Advance in Price This Week— 
Spanish War Ships Lying in Wait 
for Steamships from Sicily—Pyrites 
as a Substitute. 


The publication in this paper last week 
of an article calling attention to the dan- 
ger which threatened the paper industry 
for the pulp

The gravity of the situation daily grows

Both Spain and the United States have 
declared sulphur contraband of war. A 
special cable despatch to the New York 
Herald of yesterday from Algeciras stated 
that a Spanish torpedo boat destroyer is

“ships carrying sulphur to the United 
States. Several of these have been in- 
structed to alter their course so as to avoid 
all danger.” 

An Associated Press despatch from 
Rome stated: “In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties to-day the under secretary for foreign 
affairs, Count Bonin Longare, in reply to 
questions, said that the Spanish Govern- 
ment had declared sulphur contraband of 
war. The Italian Government, he added, 
was fully impressed with the importance 
of the sulphur trade for Italy and Sicily, 
but thought it advisable not to make a 
declaration on the subject at the present 
moment.”

American Strawboard in England. 





As the American Straw Board Manufac- 
turers’ Association entertains the hope that 
it will be able to work up a good demand 
n England for the strawboard made in 
\merica, some figures concerning the im- 
sorts of that article may be of interest, says 
the Papermakers’ Monthly Journal. Very 
little strawboard, if any, is made in Great 
Britain.’ Nearly all that is required comes 
rom Germany, and something over I per 
-ent. of the total of her imports is sent from 

is country. The figures given relate to 
trawboard, pulp board and “mill boards,” 
reated in a lump, and, therefore, do not 

ynvey as clear an idea of the market for 
trawboards simply as could be desired. 

Last year Great Britain imported some- 
thing over 60,000 tons of straw, pulp and 
mill boards, at a cost of a little over $700,- 
100, the average price being $31.50 per ton. 
\ great deal of this came from Holland, 
but was of German manufacture. From 
Germany direct there was imported some- 
thing over 9,000 tons, at an average cost ol 
about $13.12 per ton, and from the United 
States there was secured something less 
than 800 tons, at an average price of $51 per 
ton. Taking these last figures as a criterion 
there would appear to be a good profit in 
sending American-made strawboard to 
England. But, judging by the price of the 
German article, one might better burn the 
straw in the first instance, and have some 
fun out of it. Anyhow, the association has 
an agent here in London drumming up 
trade, and he thinks he can sell boa-d here 
to advantage. In the meantime the price of 
strawboard here has been marked up a 
dollar a ton, and after all that is the point 
in which the association is principally in- 


terested.

They Got There. 





The Burgess Sulphite Fibre Company, 
Berlin, N. H., has now gotten its new con- 
struction work completed, and is regularly 
producing between 1,100 and 1,200 air dry 
tons of sulphite every week. Starting with 
a producing capacity of 25 tons daily in 
1894, it averaged over 50 tons daily in 1895, 
over 75 tons daily in 1896, over 100 tons 
daily in 1897, and now, in 1898, is close to 
200 tons dry every twenty-four hours. This 
means a business of $2,000,000 annually. 

One recent Sunday a telephone message 
was received by the company that a large 
paper mill was in distress for fibre. There 
had been an accident, and unless the mill 
could receive large quantities of sulphite by 
the following Monday night the whole plant 
would be shut down, and a shutdown to one 
of these mammoth manvfacturing con- 
cerns under contract for all it can produce 
is a serious business. 

The Burgess Sulphite Fibre Company re- 
sponded with promptness. The help was 
sent for and the big mill was under way 
early Sunday night, and the whole produc- 
tion of Saturday and Sunday nights, 
amounting to just fifteen 60,000-pound car- 
loads of fibre, was made into a special train 
with two locomotives and started for its 
destination at 8:03 Monday morning. 
T. D. Churchill, from the Burgess Sulphite 
Fibre Company's office, accompanied the 
train as a man tracer. The special was given 
right of way over all roads, excepting only 
passenger express, and arrived at its desti- 
nation during the small hours Tuesday 
morning. When the great train of pulp 
came to a stop at its destination the paper 
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mill had just made its last “furnish” to the 
beaters. The special had got there in time 
and with just one-half hour to spare.

The Howland Paper Company, Sandy 
Hill, N. Y., is building a new paper mill, 
which may be said to be thoroughly mod 
ern in all Complete plans and 
specifications for buildings and arrange- 
ment of machinery and power transmission 
have been prepared by Tower & Wallace, 
New York, of which firm Ashley B. Tower 
is consulting engineer. 

The new style of construction, for which 
patents are pending, is the product of con- 
siderable study and an extended experience, 
and is a decided improvement over the or- 
dinary construction. 

There is no timber used in any portion 
of the mill, and steel, brick and an improved 
concrete construction have been so com- 
bined that the buildings are practically fire, 
water and acid proof. One of the features 
will be the great light area obtained, there 
being 50 per cent. more window surface 
than can ordinarily be obtained. The floors 
and roofs are of the highest importance to 
paper mills, and should be absolutely wa- 
ter tight. This feature has been carefully 
studied in the new construction, with the 
result that a floor has been produced at 
about the cost of a plank and timber floor 
which is practically indestructible; it is 
but a slight amount heavier and thicker 
than the wood floors, while it is infinitely ; 
stronger and a much more rigid foundation | 
for vibrating machinery.

For the past few days lively 
scenes are said to have occurred at the 
mill and a policeman is constantly on 
guard to prevent the possibility of any 
damage being done. A few of the men 
struck because, they said, their money is 
being held back and it is said that they 
threatened to make trouble. Postmaster 
Curran recently went into the mill o‘lice 
and began to look over some of the pa- 
pers. Mr. Harrington objected. The po- 
lice reported that Mr. Harrington went to 
the Second Precinct and complained that 
Mr. Curran had no business there, and he 
feared trouble if the postmaster remained.

THE position of the sulphur market con- 
tinues to be of decided interest. Spain has 
declared sulphur to be contraband of war, 
and has placed some of her war vessels in 
such position as to intercept sulphur car- 
goes from Sicily. If cargoes afloat are 
seized and Sicilian miners decline to take 
the risk of shipping further supplies, con- 
sumers in this country will have to depend 
upon our domestic sources of supply, which 
are not abundant. This is probably the 


most interesting question to-day in the 
trade, and the possibilities involved are be- 
ing discussed with a good deal of interest. 
It is to be hoped that no great disturbance 


will be caused. 





Tue demand for news paper is unabated, 
and the first call for product is held by the 
daily papers, so that some dealers who are 
supplying other trade are having difficulty 
in securing goods.

Dear Str—I have received many letters 
of inquiry from pulp manufacturers asking 
me to explain the statements and figures 
given in the advertisement of the Challenge 
Grinder Company during the past year, 
especially with.reference to the test made at 
Rochester, wherein the company states 
that a pulp grinder stopped under a work- 
ing power of 263 horse, when it was known 
that the same pulp grinder which stopped 
was capable of making 3 or 4 tons daily of 
air dry pulp with that power; also inquiring 
what is meant by “a ton of pulp with 27% 
a ton of pulp with 28 horse 
“a ton of pulp with 29 horse- 
a ton of pulp with 37  horse-

horse-power, 
power,” 
power,” “ 
power,” but as these expressions do not as- 


sert anything, and do not even constitute 
complete sentences, they can have no mean- 
ing or explanation, although many persons 


have construed them to mean that a ton 


of pulp could be made with the power 


named in twenty-four hours, but any prac- 
tical pulp mill engineer knows that it re- 
quires from 15 to 20 horse-power to run an 
ordinary size pulp grinder up to its regu- 
lar working speed without doing any work, 


and a machine as heavy as it is claimed the 


Challenge is, and having such large bear- 
ing as is claimed for it, would require fully 


20 horse-power to drive it; so with a power 


of 27% horse applied to the grinder there 
would be from 6 to 8 horse-power left to 
do the work of grinding, and if the machine 
worked as economically as the best ma- 
chines on the market it would require from 
eight to ten days to grind a ton of pulp, 
and with the other powers named a pro- 
portionate time would be required. 

I should not go out of my way to notice 
such humbugging statements had not the 
Challenge Grinder Company seen fit to se- 
lect the New England pulp grinder as a 
special subject for attack, and brought my 
name in as a personal matter. 

I know and am willing to admit that the 
Eilers pulp grinder (now called the Chal- 
lenge) is the first to try to get on the mar- 
ket of this country by adopting the devices 
of other machine manufacturers, and to 
make stepping-stones of other machines by 
disparaging them and then trying to climb 
over them, an illustration of which is 
shown by the picture accompanying their 
advertisement; but its first attempt to do 
this was fully explained in the columns of 
your paper in a letter published by me 
March 15, 1889, and the facts therein stated 
were never denied. About that time the 
Rochester Paper Company, which was then 
operating the mills at Rochester, in which 
some or all of the parties now constituting 
the Challenge Grinder Company were em- 
ployed, bought a New England pulp 
grinder sold under a warranty, which was 
tested in that mill in the presence of Mr. 
Eilers, and with a result shown by the fol- 
lowing certificate: 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., June 23, 1888. 
Messrs. Scott & Roberts: 

GENTLEMEN—In accordance with your 
desire we herewith advise you that in an 
hour’s test made the 20th of this month 
with one of your machines, the machine 
produced on a basis of 5,880 pounds per 
twenty-four hours, air dry weignt. We 
were unable to determine the exact amount 
of power applied, but should estimate that 
it was a little over 100 horse-power. 

Your truly, 
RocHESTeR PAPER COMPANY. 


I will state here that the contract for the 
sale of the machine stipulated that the water 
wheel was 100 horse-power, and no more 
was claimed for it; also that I have been 
informed by parties who were present at 
the test that a considerable quantity of pulp 
overflowed onto the floor by reason of the 
wet machine being unable to take care of 
it, and such loss was not accounted for in 
the certificate. This machine was a two- 
pocket grinder of the smallest and lightest 
pattern I have ever made, weighing but 
about 7,000 pounds, and intended. to use 
from 100 to 125 horse. A while after the 
purchase and test of this machine an adver- 
tisement appeared in your columns as fol- 
lows: “For Sale—One New England pulp 
grinder, without shaft or flanges; been used 
about a week. Inquire of Rochester Paper 
Company, Rochester, N. Y.” And in "the 
same paper appeared the advertisement of

While I admit the right of every man to

building pulp machinery, during which 
time I have built up what is believed to be 
the largest business in that line carried on 
in the world, I have come in competition 
with every other pulp machine maker in 
the country, with whom I have had none 
but the most amicable business relations, 
the ilers or Challenge people excepted.

There is a decided feeling in some quar- 
ters that prices ought to be advanced before 
long, as the war will cause some of the 
stock that enters into the composition of 
paper to advance in price. Some of the 
manufacturers have already been offered a 
quarter of a cent a pound more in some 
cases where the customer was in a hurry 
to get the goods from the mills. 

Sulphite fibre, which is so largely used 
nowadays, is sure to advance 1m price, be- 
cause the sulphur is imported and the ship- 
per will have to take more or less risk as 
long as the war lasts. : 

There is very little to say regarding the 
stock market. Both foreign and domestic 
rags are quiet, and the demand is rather 
limited. Prices have not changed since last 
week. 

The negotiations which have been in 
progress for some time between the Taylor 
Manufacturing Company, of this city, and 
the owners of the Hanmer & Forbes pa- 
per mill at East Hartford, Conn., came to 
a successful termination this week, and the 
Holyoke company is now the owner of the 
plant. It is understood that the price paid 
for the property was about $25,000. 

This will in the end cause a loss to this 
city of one of its industries, as the entire 
business of the Taylor Company will be 
consolidated in the Connecticut mill. 

The local company will take the mill in 
hand at once, giving it a thorough over- 
hauling and replacing the present machin- 
ery with a modern equipment. 

The present working force in the mill is 
forty hands, but when the enlargement and 
improvements are finished this force will be 
increased to 100 or more. A new building 
will eventually be erected to accommodate 
the envelope and stationery business now 
carried on here. The local company has 
been doing business here nearly a dozen 
years, and employs fifty hands. 

The company has just made this corpor- 
ation return: Fixed capital, $15,000; capi- 
tal paid ip, $15,000. Assets—Machinery, 
$9,450; cash and debts receivable, $35,782; 
manufactures and merchandise, $11,137; 
miscellaneous, $2,808; total, $49,077. Lia- 
bilities—Capital stock, $15,000; debts, $1.- 
950; profit and loss, $2,333; reserve for de- 
preciation, $29,794; total, $49,077. 
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The Parsons Paper Company has proved

Then the advancing price of sulphite 
fibre is having its influence. Just what the 
price of sulphite is it is difficult to say, as 
quotations change from day to day accord- 
ing to the views of sellers and the demands 


of the buyers. 
The supply of sulphur is the controlling 


factor, and he who can gauge that aright 
is in position to get the best of the market. 
Last week the fear that the importation of 
sulphur would be stopped caused some little 
anxiety, but to-day the report is current 
that Italy has asked Spain to revoke the 
declaration that sulphur is a contraband of 
war, and in the event of Spain’s refusal 
Italy threatens to retaliate. Whether or no 
this report has any foundation in fact it is 
impossible to say, although it appears in 
press dispatches. 

It comes to notice that some manufac- 
turers have withdrawn quotations on manil- 
la papers, and prices on some grades have 
been advanced.

The St. Lawrence Paper Company on 
May 1, 1894, executed a trust deed or 
mortgage to the plaintiffs as trustees for 
holders of bonds issued by the company 
The bonds and 
interest were payable at the National Bank 
and Loan Company’s office and the provi- 
sion was that if any part of the bonds or 
interest should remain unpaid when due, 
then the premises described in the mort- 


| gage should be sold and the proceeds ap- 
plied to the payment of the principal 
| 
| 


| interest unpaid on the bonds. 


A $25,000 issue of bonds was negotiated, 
being applied to the payment of debts owed 
by the St. Lawrence Paper Company. On 
January 10, 1896, Darwin B. Gotham, by 
purchase, became the owner of claims and 
the right to the bonds held as security, 
amounting to $20,821.43 at the commence- 
Marcy, Buck & Riley 
own one bond, which, with interest due, 
amounts to $1,133 and the National Bank 
and Loan Company two bonds, which, 
with interest due amount to $2,266. 

Oo November 1, 1898, the St. Lawrence 
Paper Company leased to the defendants, 
Charles E. Campbell and Elijah F. Ber- 
mingham, the real estate and property de- | 
scribed in the mortgage for the term of | 
one year, with the renewal of the same for 
five years, and they have been in possession 
of the property under that renewal. 

On November 14, 1804, Charles L. 
Parmelee was appointed receiver of the 
property, and as receiver sold it, subject to 
the mortgage and lease. The property was 
bid in by the Manufacturers Paper Com- | 


pany, who conveyed it to Darwin B. 
Gotham, who conveyed it to his son, the 
late Merritt D. Gotham. 

No interest has been paid on the bonds 
since February 1, 1896, and on October 2, 
1896, the National Bank and Loan Com- 
pany served upon the plaintiffs a notice 
in writing that default had been made in 
the payment of interest, and the notice re- 
quired the plaintiffs to declare the whole 
amount mentioned in the mortgage as 
due and to commence this action to fore- 
close. 

In November, 1896, Campbell and Ber- 
mingham caused to be served on Darwin 
B. Gotham and also on Merritt D, Goth- 
am a notice of the pendency of this action, 
and that they required them to protect 
and save them harmless thereof, and in 
case of their neglect to do so would defend 
the action and hold them responsible for 
the costs, damages, and expenses incurred 
by them in such defense, and in case of 
eviction would hold them responsible for 
all loss and damages. Messrs. Campbell 
and Bermingham defended the action. 

Referee Morse in his decision holds that 
there was no express covenant in the lease 
to the defendants Campbell and Berming- 
ham of quiet enjoyment. There is no 
breach of the implied covenant until evic- 
tion; hence no right of action now ac- 
crues to the defendants Campbell and Ber- 
migham, but their remedies are transferred 
to the surplus moneys, if any, or to an 
action for the covenant of quiet enjoyment 
after a breach thereof. 

The answer offered to 
pay the bonds, the default of interest of 
which caused the commencement of this 
action, but the referee holds that by this 
offer they obtained no right to control the 
foreclosure action.

The judgment of foreclosure and sale is 
ordered, and the sum realized, after the 
payment of the costs and sales and the 
plaintiffs’ costs and disbursements, is to be 
paid to Darwin B. Gotham, Marcy, Buck

Judgment is ordered against the defend- 
ants Campbell and Bermingham for 
$150.84, the costs of the action.

PAPER-DRYING APPARATUS. 











A patent has been granted for an inven- 
tion which relates to apparatus for drying 
a web of paper which has been coated with 
coloring matter, usually containing clay, 
the object of the coating being to produce a 
specially prepared surface upon the paper 
adapted to receive impressions from ‘half- 
tone cuts. While the coating is in a damp 
condition upon the paper it is very easily 
marred or scratched by contact with any 
devices which may be used to positively 
support the paper in its progressive move- 
ment from the coating devices. 

The invention has for its object to pro- 
vide means for supporting all portions of 
the web on which the coating is damp whol- 
ly by atmospheric pressure and for drying 
the coating while thus supported and be- 
fore it can come in contact with any posi- 
tive supporting device, such as a roll. 

In the accompanying drawings Fig 1 rep- 
resents a longitudinal section, showing the 
parts of a paper-drying machine which em- 
body the features of novelty invented. 
Fig. 2 represents a perspective vi¢w of 
one of the air-delivering nozzles shown in 
Fig. 1. Fig. 3 represents an enlarged sec- 
tional view of the nozzle shown in Fig. 2. 
Fig. 4 represents a modification hereinaiter 
referred to. 

In the drawings, a represents a web of pa- 
pert, which is progressively moved in the di- 
rection indicated by the arrow 6 in Fig. 1 
by suitable feeding means, such as a pair of 
positively driven feed rolls, ¢ c, between 
which the web passes from the devices 
which apply the coating. 

The, coating devices are not shown, as 
they may be of any suitable character, suit- 
able coating devices being in common use 
and well known. 

d. represents an air-delivering _ nozzle, 
which is suitably connected with an air forc- 
ing apparatus such as a fan blower, and is 
arranged to deliver a blast of air obliquely 
upon the upper side of the web a and either 
in approximately the direction of motion of 
the web or in approximately the opposite 
direction. 

¢ represents a plate or air guide, extend- 
ing from the mouth of said nozzle or from 
a point near said mouth, and forming one 
side of an air passage e’, arranged to re- 
ceive the blast of air, the other side of said 
passage being formed by the portion of the 
web a which is passing under the said 
guide. It will be seen that the blast of air 
delivered by the nozzle’ d, in passing 
through the passage e’. causes an increase 


——— sisi tenner 
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of atmospheric pressure upon the walls of 
said passage, and as the wall formed by the 
web a is flexible, the atmospheric pressure 
having a tendency to contract the passage 
e’ lifts the flexible wall thereof—namely, 
that portion of the web which is passing 
under the guide. The result is that the 
said portion of the web is floated or sus- 
pended in the air without contact with any 
substance or object which can mar or in- 
jure its coating, the air blast in the passage 
e’ preventing the web from touching the 
guide e¢, while the pressure of the external 
air prevents contact of the web with any 
object below the guide e. In this way the 
inventor claims that he can effectually sup- 
port a long section of partially coated web 


Frel 


ing edge of the air guide the height at 
which the adjacent portion of the web is 
supported by atmospheric pressure is cor- 
respondingly raised, or by depressing the 
swinging edge of the air guide the web is 
supported at a correspondingly depressed 
position. 

Experiments have shown that the force 
of the air blast delivered by the nozzle d 
determines the atmospheric pressure upon 
the guide ¢ and upon the adjacent portion 
of the web. 

It will be seen that the nozzles d and d’, 
arranged obliquely with relation to the 
web, form V-shaped spaces g g’, into which 
external air is drawn by the vacuum cre- 
ated by the blast of air delivered upon the 





and insure its freedom from contact with 
any solid object. The air delivered by the 
nozzle @ is ‘preferably heated to facilitate 
the drying of the coating. 

If the paper is coated on both sides, a 
similar nozzle d’ is arranged to deliver a 
blast of air against the under side of the 
web, at a point immediately opposite the 
nozzle d, this lower blast being also prei- 
erably heated and serving not only to dry 
the coating on the under side of the web, 
but also to assist the action of the atmos- 
pheric pressure in floating or supporting 
the portion of the web under the coating. 

The air guide ¢ is preferably adjustable 
vertically. The guide is here shown as 
hinged at ¢* to a fixed support, which may 
be the nozzle d, its opposite edge being 
adapted to swing toward and from the web 
and supported. by a cord or chain é by 
means of which the height of the swinging 


edge may be varied. By raising the swing- 


web. To prevent cold air, as well as air 
laden with dust, from being thus brought 
into contact with the portions of the. web 
upon which the air blasts impinge, means 
are provided for directing blasts of air back- 
wardly or in a direction substantially oppo- 
site to the directions of the blasts delivered 
by the nozzles d d’, the said backward 
blasts of air forming, as it were, atmos- 
pheric dams, which prevent the access of 
air to the web through the spaces g g’. In 
Figs. 1 and 3 are shown as the means for 
accomplishing this result partitions i in the 
nozzles d d’, each partition having a back- 
wardly extending lip i’ at the mouth of the 
nozzle arranged to deflect portions of the 
air passing through the nozzles, as clearly 
indicated in Fig. 3. 

In Fig. 4 an air passage j is shown as 
formed upon the rear side of the nozzle d, 
said passage receiving air through an inde- 
pendent supply pipe and having an outlet 





or. outlets arranged to deliver the. air 
backwardly upon the surface of the web. 

The passage j is preferably adjustably 
supported, so that it can be turned to vary 
the angle at which the backward air blast is 
delivered through its outlet or outlets. 

The partition i is preferably pivoted at k 
to the nozzle or to any suitable support, 
and is free to swing at its end k’, so that it 
may be adjusted to deflect any desired por- 
tion of the air passing through the nozzle, 
provision being thus made for varying the 
force of the backward blast. Any. suitable 
means may be provided for securing the 
partition i in any position to which it may 
be adjusted, 

In practice a series of nozzles d. and ac- 
companying air guides or floaters e will be 
employed, the number depending on the 
weight of the web and its coating. For 
drying coated paper, such as is used for 
half-tone printing, the inventor finds it ad- 
visable to employ two or more nozzles and 
floaters and to locate each nozzle and float- 
er about 10 feet from the next. 

In case it is fouind that the upward dis- 
placement of the web is too great the low- 
er nozzles d’ may be arranged to alternate 
with the upper nozzles d instead of being 
directly under them, or a nozzle d may be 
arranged between each nozzle d and the 
next, the nozzles d° directing blasts of air 
downwardly on the web and limiting its up- 
ward displacement under the guides e. 

It is obvious that the invention may be 
used for drying coatings applied to a web 
of any flexible material adapted to be sup- 
ported in the manner described—such, for 
example, as window’ shade cloth.

Variegated Colored Papers. 





A patent has recently been granted relat- 
ing to the production of variegated or mot- 
tled colored papers in two or more or a 
variety of colors, which coloring is per- 
formed during the time that the paper is 
in the state of pulp and in the process of 
manufacture. 

The process consists in applying, by 
sprinkling or otherwise, dyes or other col- 
oring matters to the pulp, preferably at the 
“wet” end of the machine, although the 
method is equally applicable to the appli- 
cation of dyes or colors to the pulp at the 
“dry” end of the machine. ' 

According to one process, the pulp, after 
being manipulated in the ordinary way, is 
served on to the machine, and while it is 
being carried forward the surface is 
sprinkled with two or more colors or dyes 
differing from the color of the pulp, which

The 
principal weakness is in chlorine products, 
Bleaching Powder and Chlorate of Potash 
being specially dull; nor has Caustic Soda 
been well supported, quotations for sev- 
eral markets having been reduced, with- 
out, however, causing much improvement 
in the demand.

Vegetable Parchment. 





In the manufacture of vegetable parch- 
ment paper, as the web of paper comes out 
of the dilute sulphuric acid or water it is 
passed through, the acid adheres to or ex- 
ists on the surface, as a sort of slime, and 
there is always a liability of its not being 
properly removed, together with the neces- 
sity of the employment of a large amount 
of apparatus or means of washing it free 
from the acid. 

According to an invention recently pat- 
ented by Messrs. Rigby, Sweetapple and 
Clarke, these objections are obviated by ef- 
fective removal by means of brushes or 
scrubbers or rubber, or other equivalent 
material, which act upon the surface of the 
web, and so positively or mechanically re- 
move the acid surface, or so disturb it as to 
enable the complete removal to be effected 
readily by a comparatively small quantity 
of water or water jets. 

Inf some cases the brushes or scrubbers 
are of rubber, the active surface or part of 
which is in the form of ribs, and this may 
be mounted on a suitable support or back- 
ing of wood or other suitable material, 
while their movement is transversely to the 
direction of movement of the web, the ac- 
tion being performed by cranks, screws, or 
other suitable motion. Also, in some cases, 
the patentees construct and adapt the 
brushes or scrubbers to eject water in jets 
into the paper or web surface, so that a 
combined mechanical or positive and water 
washing action is provided. In such cases 
the scrubbers or brushes may be made hol- 
low, with holes or nozzles between or about 
the rubber, or like ribs, webs, or active 
parts of the brush or scrubber. 

By the removal of all the acid from the 


web or paper the weakening or break, 
of the paper due to the presence of acid 
however dilute or weak—which othery 
exists, or takes place, is obviated.—W or},

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base becomes quite dry. This rapid drying 
is desirable, because the more volatile con- 
stituents of the solution being quickly suffi- 
ciently eliminated, the other constituents of 
the compound remain in substantially the 
same relation to the fibres or mass of the 
base that the solution had’ assumed when 
it left the doctor—that is to say, a Sufficient 
degree or depth of impregnation having 
been accomplished the quick drying would 
tend to prevent the solution from sinking 
deeper into the body of the base than is de 
sirable, particularly in the case of the thick- 
er materials. The impregnating solution is 
thus so deposited in the body of the base 
as to obtain a firm hold thereon. 

If for any special reason a greater depth 
of penetration is desired a second applica- 
tion of the relatively fluid solution may be 
made, although it has been found that one 
application of the solution is sufficient, or 
the base may be caused to remain in con- 
tact with the compound a sufficient time 
to allow the latter to penetrate the base to 
the desired depth. The impregnating coat- 
ing acts as a filling and forms more or less 
attenuated impermeable films on or around 
the fibres and strands of the basic material, 


and also to an extent fills or closes the jin-: 


terstices. There is not required for the sub- 
sequent coatings a solution as thin as the 
solution for the first coat, because the de- 
sign is that the latter shall penetrate the 
base to the desired depth and fill and close, 
as far as it can, the interstices between the 
parts composing the base, and shall more 
or less penetrate and envelop the parts 
thereof and adhere to them, thereby se- 
curely attaching itself to the base. For 
the subsequent coatings there have been 
employed solutions of a viscosity similar to 
that of thick molasses. The relative thick- 
ness of the impregnating and succeeding 
coatings is of course due to the relative 
quantities of solvent and dry nitrocellulose 
contained in the compounds or solutions. 
This heavy solution, being applied in the 
manner previously described, or in a suit- 
able manner, is readily and evenly distrib- 
uted upon the impermeable film or films 
formed by the impregnating coating, fur- 
ther filling the impregnated part of the base 
and partially or entirely closing the inter- 
siices thereof. The second coating, as ap- 
plied, passes immediately to the drying ap- 
paratus, where it is quickly dried upon or in 
proper relation to the impregnating coat- 
ing. From one to six coats of this heavy 
solution may be applied, rapidly drying 
each coating as described. In each instance, 
however, the solution should have suffi- 
cient fluidity to be spread smoothly and uni- 
formly in a thin film or films upon the pre- 
viously dried coat and act as a solvent

temperature as high as 250° Fahr., pro- 
duced by steam, with which the polished 
roll is preferably heated. The calendering 
operation is preferably postponed until the 
final coating is applied and dried, and 
the best results have generally been pro- 
duced when operating in that way, 
Where imitation patent leathers are being 
made, however, it is desirable to calender 
after the first and earlier coatings have been 
dried or after each coating is dried, in order 
to crush down or obliterate the “pearl” of 
the base. If embossed effects are to be 
produced, the dried coated base, preferably 
first calendered, is passed through emboss- 
ing rolls having about the same tempera- 
ture as the calendering rolls, the male roll 
being heated, preferably, by steam. 

By the method of procedure hereinbe- 
fore described one is able to secure the de- 
sired depth of impregnation and build up 
rapidly upon the impregnated coating by 
the application of a solution relatively 
heavy or viscous as compared to the im- 
pregnating solution until a. surface hav- 
ing thedesired body and character has 
been obtained. When the desired number 
of coats has been applied the compound 
presents a superficial sheet or. tilm .extend- 
ing down into the base and firmly united 
thereto—that is to say, the fibres of the 
base are incased, moulded or contained 
within the inner part of the coating. The 


flexibility of a permeable base thus impreg- 


nated and coated is but slightly impaired, 


because the surface coating may be, and in 
practice is, quite thin, while the lower or in- 


ner part of the compound forming the 
coating contains a multitude of very flex- 


As is well known to those skilled in the 


manufacture of celluloid and analogous de- 
rivatives of nitroceHulose, the various so- 
lutions which are employed may be colored 
by the addition of suitable coloring matter. 
Where dry pigments are used it is prefer- 
able to grind them

and is transparent. It is best to use as a 
base a material of proper color to assist in 
the production of the desired shade at the 
surface. Beautiful effects in plain and em- 
bossed surfaces are produced in a large va- 
riety of colors. 

In order to impart a greater degree of 
permanent flexibility to the product all or 
most of the solutions employed except the 
final are made relatively rich in oil. The 
initial impregnating solution may or may 
not contain oil. Subsequent coatings are 
relatively rich in oil, and the final coat or 
coats preferably contain less on] or no oil. 
The presence of the oil insures an increased 
degree of flexibility, and when applied as 
described, with a final coat containing lit- 
tle oil or none at all the oil is imprisoned 
within the coating. A very flexible product 
is thus produced, which will stand long- 
continued use and exposure without mate- 
rial change. 

The compound of nitrocellulose, cam- 
phor, and alcohol is mixed in well-known 
ways to about the consistency of ordinary 
putty, and is then thinned to the required 
degree of fluidity by gradually adding alco- 
hol. For the first or impregnating coat- 
ing, after the compound has been thinned 
to about the fluidity of olive oil, there is 
added about 2 per cent., more or less, in 
bulk, of castor oil or other oil producing a 
like result, if the impregnating coating is to 
contain oil, but a smaller quantity of oil, 1 
per cent, or less in bulk, may be employed. 
Good results are obtained when the solu- 
tions for subsequent coatings rich in oil 
contain from 5 to 8 gills wr castor oil, 
including that in which the coloring mat- 
ter, if any, is ground, per pound of nitro- 
cellulose. Following which there is applied 
one or more coats of solution containing 
less oil—say half the quantity—and a final 
coat or coats of a solution containing no 
coloring matter and still less oil, or none 
at all. 

The impregnating solution and the suc- 
ceeding thicker solutions are separately 
prepared, and the fluidity depends upon the 
relative quantities of the solvent and dry 
nitro-cellulose. 

It is obvious that the invention is sus- 
ceptible of considerable modification in 
detail without departing from, its spirit 
since the permeable base employed and 
the use for which the finished product is 
desired will naturally vary within wide 
limits. Therefore it is impossible to give 
a hard and fast rule which will be applica- 
ble alike to the materials of varying perme- 
ability and thickness and to each and every 
proposed use. Thus after the impregnat- 
ing coating has been applied two or three 
or more coats of a composition may be 


mercial production upon a large scale, 
where economy of manufacture*is so stud- 
ied, no competent manufacturer will waste 
labor and material in coating his base to a 
degree in excess of what is required to 
produce a product adapted to the intended 
use. These matters must, therefore, be 
necessarily left largely to the good judg- 
ment of the manufacturer, but will present 
no difficulty to a competent man familiar 
with the contents of this specification. 

As alréady described, in practice the 
best results are by applying, after the im- 
pregnating coating, a number of coats of 
the heavier solution, each coat being ex- 
ceedingly thin. It has been found in prac- 
ticé that a surface that is built up of sev- 
eral very thin coatings will stand: hard 
usage better than one of equal thickness 
built up by one or two thick applications. 
It is obvious, however, that by first apply- 
ing an impregnating coating the requisite 
hold is obtained and that the subsequent 
coat may be formed by a small number 
of coatings, or for some purposes of even 
one coat of a heavier compound if of such 
character that it attacks the impregnating 
compound ard forms a sufficierftly good 
weld with it. 

As a specific example it is stated in mak- 
ing imitation grained and embossed leath- 
ers, using canton flannel as a base, in 
practice good results have been obtained by 
using an impregnating solution containing 
2 per cent. in bulk of castor oil, then ap- 
plying four coats of the heavy solution 
containing 6 gills of castor oil, including 
that in which the color is ground, per 
pound of nitrocellulose contained in the 
compound, then two coats of the- heavy 
solution containing 3 gills of castor 
oil, including that in which the color is 
ground, per pound of nitrocellulose, and 
finally one or two coats of clear heavy 
solution containing one and one-half gills
